1. Run of Mine coal is Coal comprising of all sizes as it comes out of the mine, without any crushing or screening. 

2. The fraction of the Run or Mine coal as is retained on a screen when subjected to screening or is picked out by a fork-shovel 
during loading is called Steam Coal, 
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3, The Faction that remains after steam coal has bean removed from the Run of Mine coal is called sleek. 

4, If Run of Mine Coal is subjected to successive screening by two different screens of different apertures resulting in segregation 
into three different sizes, the fraction that is retained on the screen with the larger apertures, shall be termed Seam Coal, Ihe 
fraction passing through this screen but retained on the screen with the smaller apertures shall be termed Rubble Coal and the 
fraction passing through both the screens shall be termed Slack Coal. 

5, Run of Mine Coal which has been screened or crushed to limit the top size to any declared maximum limit shall be termed Slack 

Coal. 

6, Hand picked coals comprise of lumps of coal picked out from the Run of Mine Coal of collieries in the States of Assam, Aruna- 
chal Pradesh, Meghalaya and Nagaland. 

7, Coking Coal, Weakly Coking Coal, Semi-Coking Coal which fall outside the classification shown in Table I shall be treated 
as non-coking coal for the purposes of pricing and classified accordingly, 

8, When the moisture content on ‘as received’ basis as defined under IS : 1350—1959 of middlings at the washery and exceeds 
10 per cent, the price of middlings notified in Table II, shall be reduced by Rs. 1/; for each one per cent increase in the moisture 
content in excess of 10 per cent, fraction pro rata. 

9, When the ‘Useful Heat Value’ of non-coking coal exceeds 6400 kilocalories per kilogram, the price payable us per Table II for 
Grade A coal shall be increased at the rate of Rs. 1/- for every 100 kilocalories by which the actual ‘Useful Heat Value* exceeds 
0400 kilocalories per kilogram, fraction pro rate. 

10. Pithead prices fixed above are F.O.R. colliery siding prices, but where separate agreements for currying coal or coke over long 
distances by road from the pithead to the loading point exist or are entered into, the cost of such carriage from pithead shall be 
governed by such agreements. 

11. The pithead prices in Tables II and HI and IV arc exclusive of royalty and cesses, if any, levied by Government, local authorities 
or othpr bodies, duties of excise and sales tax. 

For removal of doubts, it ia hereby declared that colliery owners shall be entitled to add an amount equal to such royalty, 
cess, duties of excise and sales tax to the pithead prices specified in the said Tables. In the case of washer) m.ddl i * s, ihi amount 
to be added shall be the amount payable on raw coal of the same useful heat value range. 

2, The pit head prices of hard coke notified in Table V and of Soft Coke notified in Table VI arc exclusive of duties of excise, 
royalty, cesses and sales tax on cither the raw coal used for manufacturing the coke or on the Hard Coke or Soft Coke. The 
colliery owners shall be entitled to realise the amounts of such duties of excise, royalty, cesses and sales tax from purchasers of 
Hurd Coke and Soft Coke in addition to the prices notified for them. When the impost is on the raw coal used for manufacture 
of coke, the sum realisable per tonne of Soft Coke or Hard Coke shall be ascertained by multiplying the rates for raw coal by 
1.35 for Soft Coke and 1.50 for Hard Coke, 

13. Prices notified shall not apply to coke or coal sold for export outside India. 

14. For undertaking special sizing or beneficiation of coal, additional charges as may be negotiated between the purchaser and the 
producer may be realised over and above the notified prices. 

15. The prices notified in Table V for Hard Coke and Table VI for Soft Coke shall not apply to small sized coke, coke breeze below 
12 millimitres size, low temperature carbonisation coke, pelletised coke or briquettes.
